ENERAL SIR REDVERS BULLER'S 
ADVANCE across the Tugela was to 
some extent a surprise for the Boers, but 

the success of the movement was at the outset 
endangered by the unwisdom of the War Office 
Press Censor at home, who allowed Buller's 
first telegram relating to his seizure of 
Potgieter’s Drift to be published as soon as 
it was received by the daily newspapers, thus 
giving the Boer spies in London ample oppor- 
tunity to despatch warning telegrams to President 
Kruger by way of Delagoa Bay. Since the arrival 
of Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener at Cape 
Town there has, happily, been more reticence on the 
part of the military authorities, whose lament- 
ably indiscreet and fatuous promptitude in the 
past in communicating news to the Press must 
have tended greatly to the frustration of the 
plans of our Generals at the Seat of War. 


Buller’s Address to his Men 


was worthy the noble object in view, the advance 
to save valiant Sir George White from sur- 
render. It was when he set forth on his fateful 
expedition from the camp in which he re- 
organised his forces after the Battle of Colenso 
that Sir Redvers Buller issued the spirited appeal 
and instruction to the forces, beginning :

This order was 
received with enthusiasm in the British Camp.

From the Boer camp on Spion Kop, under 
date of Jan. 16, came this important telegram 
from Reuter’s War Correspondent— 


Shortly after noon to-day it became known in the Boer 
camp here that 300 British had crossed Pont Drift, over the 
Great Tugela, and had effected a lodgment on the northern 
side. , 

A demonstration in force had been made towards 
Colenso, and another northwards to Oliver's Hoek Bridge, 
which had been blown up by the Boers a few days before. 

Towards five o'clock an alarm was given that the British 
forces were advancing, and the look-outs observed long 
successive lines of infantry moving down to the British 
position, a bush-covered chain of hills, known as Zwart's 
Kop. 

Simultaneously with the clearing of the sky well-known 
Dutch hymns were sung by the Boers and repeated from

kopje to kopje, the effect being strongly weird and highlp 
inspiriting alike to greybeards and to beardless youths. 

The scene of the impending battle is, from the Boer 
point of view, full of historical significance. Spion Kop, 
the hill on which I am now writing, is the eminence from 
which the Voortrekkers, after crossing the Drakensbergen, 
spied out the then barbaric land of Natal and found it fair 
to their eyes. 


Lord Dundonald's Dashing British 
Uhlans. 


It was Lord Dundonald's gallant A.D.C., 
Captain Hubert Gough, 16th Lancers, who recon- 
noitred Potgieter's Drift and made a sketch of 
it, our readers will remember, on Nov. 29. So 
Lord Dundonald and his cavalry soon made 
themselves at home when once across the Tugela. 
On Jan. 18 a smart action was placed to their 
credit, and was thus described by the Daily 
News Special— 

“It appears that a force of three hundred 
Boers approached a kopje held by a hundred 
and sixty of Lord Dundonald's mounted men, 
who lay concealed at the top. Аз the Boers 
approached to take possession of the kopje, our 
men opened fire at short range, killing six of the 
enemy instantly, and wounding fifteen. The 
number of prisoners taken was twenty-three, 
four of whom were wounded. 

** The Boers were taken completely by surprise. 
They came along with their rifles slung on their

HOW GENERAL SIR GEORGE WHITE AND 


was most concisely described in the Central 
News War Special's despatch : 


SrEARMAN'S Camp, Saturday, 9.30 p.m. 


General Buller’s advance to the relief of Ladysmith was 
resumed in foree to-day. 


The enemy were slowly but 


surely driven from their chosen positions with heavy losses. 


STAFF KEEP 


The operations commenced soon after daybreak, by Sir 
Charles Warren’s column, which is now established at 
Acton Homes. 

Warren went straight for the enemy’s right, where the 
Boers were in a strong position. А terrific bombardment 
was maintained upon- this position for hours, without a 
shot being fired in reply by the enemy. But at two o'clock 
the Boer guns opened fire, and our big guns concentrated 
their fire upon them. Our infantry then attacked, and а 
hot rifle fire ensued. 

The Boers contested their ground with courage and 
tenacity, but were ultimately compelled to give way, and 
our men swarmed over the ridge in pursuit. The Boer 
retreat was orderly, and they quickly took up a second 
position. Our artillery again poured shell upon them. 
The lyddite shells from the howitzer battery burst among 
the Roers with fearful effect. Their position became un- 
ten: ble and the enemy again fled, closely pressed. 

', go strong positions had now been captured, and towards 
eveniug Warren and Clery commenced a furious bombard- 
ment of the main position of the enemy. This has now 
ceased, and our men are bivouacking on the ground so 
gallantly won. 

While Warren and Clery were at work north - west, 
Lyttelton’s Brigade was rendering valuable service nearer 
thiscamp. The objective of this brigade was the enemy’s 
frontal position west of Potgieter’s Drift. The infantry 
were pushed forward, while a howitzer brigade and 
two naval guns beyond the river raked the Boer trenches 
with shell. The whole movement was fihely supported by 
other naval guns upon the plateau on this side of Potgieter's 
Drift, and upon the commanding eminence known as 
Mount Alice. 

Our artillery fire was marvellously accurate and sustained. 
It was directed throughout upon the Boer left, and our 
shells burst incessantly in the crowded trenches with what 
must have been deadly effect. Before long the Boers 
became demoralised by the bombardment, and fell back, 
with the result that our Field Artillery were able to come 
into action, and to distribute a galling fire of shrapnel 
among the already shaken enemy. 

The Boers were in considerable force. From time to 
time numbers of them were seen galloping between the 
various positions near the kopjes.' They must have lost 
heavily, but our casualties here were exceptionally small.— 
Central News.

Mr. Ruskin’s illustrious career closed on Saruiaay 
afternoon at Coniston, the cause of death being influenza. 
John Ruskin, M.A., 
LL.D., was born in 
London on Feb. 8, 1819. 
The son of John James 
Ruskin, wine -mer- 
chant, of Billiter 
Street, he was educated 
privately, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where 
in 1839 he gained the 
Newdigate Prize for 
poetry. He graduated 
B.A. in 1842, and took 
his M.A. degree in 1843. 
His early tastes were 
towards an artistic 
cireer, and he studied 
under b td Fielding 
and J. D. Harding. 
He came under the 
influence of Turner 
and the modern English 
school of landscape- 
painting. Mr. Ruskin 
also turned his atten- 
tion to architecture. 
As а lecturer, he was 
admired more for his matter than his voice. He held 
pronounced views on economies as well as on art, and 
these found ready and forcible expressicn in the reviews 
and newspapers as well as in experimental practice. 


Ruskin's First Articles. — Before Ruskin had 
fully developed the noble ideas which led to the production 
of **'The*Btones of Venice," **'The Seven Lamps of Archi- 
tecture,” etc., he wrote for London's Architectural Magazine 
a series of papers on ** The Poetry of Architecture." The 
ideas were not matured, but his style was even then elegant 
and poetical, his command of language being greatly 
admired by competent critics.

Sandy peat free from stagnant 
moisture probably suits them best, but they will do 
well in sandy loam, or even clayey loam, if free from 
caleareous matter; in fact, good specimens grown in 
ordinary light garden soil may frequently be met with.

Feather-Eating in Fowls. 

This often arises when the fowls are kept in confined 
runs, in a dirty state, and not supplied with sufficient green 
stuff or animal food. The best remedy is to make a bit 
for the mouth with a small strip of leather. This should 
be a little longer than the width of the mouth, so as to 
allowa hole being punched in each end through which 
pieces of string are to be fastened. The bit should be 
placed in the mouth, and the two ends of the string tied 
together at the back of the head. This bit;does not 
hinder the bird from eating or drinking, but does not allow 
the beak to close sufficiently tight to grip the feather. 
Feather-eating mostly occurs in hens, and if not stopped 
they will pick each other quite bare.
